1 .  This  headquartero  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned  for 
the  quarterly  period  ending  31  duly  1969  from  Headquarters,  164th  Aviation 
Group  (CBT). 

2.  Comments  follow 1 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "Personnel  overages  in  HTSJ,  164th  CAG", 
section  IT,  page  3,  paragraph  2a  (1 ) .  The  1st  Aviation  Brigade  has  submitted 
an  MTOE  to  change  MTOE  1-252G.  The  unit  proposes  a  personnel  authorization 
increase  of  39  spaces  within  the  various  sections  of  the  HHC,  Combat  Aviation 
Group.  Because  of  the  standardization  program,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
provide  117  spaces  for  the  three  HHC  assigned  to  the  1st  Aviation  Brigade 
plus  39  spates  for  HHC,  16th  Combat  Aviation  Group  assigned  to  the  Americal 
Division,  a  total  of  156  spaces.  This  headquarters  is  unable  to  provide  the 
additional  spaces  required  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  sufficient  spaces  will  be 
accrued  in  USARV  in  the  foreseeable  future.  The  1st  Aviation  Brigade  will  be 
notified  of  this  situation  and  will  be  requested  to  identify  trade-off  spaces. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "Communication  Equipment  Failure",  section  H, 
page  5,  paragraph  2e  (l);  concur.  Units  should  submit  requests  for  air 
conditioning  in  accordance  with  USARV  Reg  420-54*  No  further  action  is  re¬ 
quired  by  USARP AC  or  DA, 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  "Survival  Radios",  section  H,  page  6, 
paragraph  2e  (2)j  nonconcur.  The  recommendation  to  replace  the  AN/URC-10  is 
not  possible  due  to  the  shortage  of  survival  radios  in-country.  Further 
action  is  required  by  USARP AC  and  DA  to  expedite  the  delivery  of  survival 
radios  to  HVN.
